: Goxaiain Grabbed. 


The Taikoo Ching suffered con- 
sidcrable damage and it was fear- 
ed that she was in a sinking con= 
cition,. The coxswain therefore | 
went alongside the trawler, with 
a-view te obtaining her name. 
Having made the Taikoo Ching 
fast alongside,- the coxswain 
boarded the trawler and was, 
immediately grabbed, the Taikoo™ 
Ching being ent adrift and the 
trawler proceeded to sea, 

The Taikoo” Chiry was, for- 
tunately, able to proceed to her 
berth and the incident’ was 
ported to the Harbour Authorities 


the following morning. , 


Tragic Sequel. 


’ The sequel is even more dastard- 
ly and*ttagie. On the: morning 
of the 20th, the’ coxswain’s ‘body 
wiis waghed aghore at the village 
of Oh Thau, at'the entrance to 
the harbour, he having apparently 
heen thrown overboard from, the 
trawler, - “ 

The only people who appear, to 
have taken any action. in this 
matter’ are’'the ‘members of the 
Launchmen’s Union.’ Upon .en- 
quiry «they found~ that four 
launches cleared from Swatow on 
the 7th instunt, viz. the Keisei 
Maru, Tai Tung Maru, ‘Yong. Tai 
Maru and An‘Ie Maru, and as 
cach returned it was held by order 
of the Union until the vessel con- 
cerned was discovered, 


Deserted Vessel Found. 


All four vessels are now in port 
and it seems that the An Ie Mgru 
is the guilty vessel. The other 
three returned of their own: 
accord, but the An Je-Maru was 
found deserted at the village of 
Lung Knu, near Ung Kong, and 
was brought back ‘by members of 
Union.: Her hows are 
damaged and everything points to 
her as being’ the vessel concerned. 
Her crew, having apparently dis- 
posed of the’ coxswain of the 
Taikoo Ching, no “doubt became | 
frightened of the consequences 
and abandoned their ship. : 

Theres are , several 
ao-ralled traw lera trading between 
this port and small ports on the 
coust.

In the Summary Court this 
morning, with a cheerful, smile, a 
Chinese defendant consented to 
judgment against him for the sum, 
of $246.82, and then placidly re- 
tmarked that he: thought the most 
he could pay was one or two dol- 
jars a month. He admitted that 


he had $40 invested in a commpra-| 
‘Gore shop ii Jubilee Street, and 


when he said he received nine or 
ten dollars on that amount yearly, 
the Court generally agreed that it 
was “good business,” The case 
was heard before Mr. J. H. B. 
Nihill, acting Puisne Judge. : 
The plaintiff was Mak Nam, a 
cook-boy employed by Dr. Heanley, 
of.Mount Davis, and he sued Mak 
Ling, a waiter atthe Alexandra 
Cafe, for $246.82, being money due 
in respect of a Chinese borrowing 
note, or, alternatively, as money 
Jent, with interest. Mr. A. E. Hall 
represented the plaintif, and the 
defendant was not revresented. 
The defendant took un the at- 
titude that if the plaintiff could 
produce proof of the claim, he 
would admit it, but not otherwise. 
This morning he was shown the 
borrowing note and |.admitted it. 


He also agreetl to’ judgement, 


Defendant said his salary was 
only $14 a month, and his Lordship 
asked. him abgut hia tips.’ Wit- 
ness. replied that it all depended on 
the generosity of patrons. ~The 
tips worked out at about five ‘or 
ten cents per. boy per day. *His 
monthly tips amounted to approxi- 
mately two dollara. 


Mr. Hall said the plaintiff. would 
dhe antisfied with $12 ver month. 


but the defendant said he could 
only manage ono or two dollars. 
After commenting : that it would 
take years to pay off the debt on 
that arrangement, he suggested 
that the’ parties be ‘allowed to try 
to come to an agreement. 

His Lordship, accordingly nave 
judgmont against the defer- 
dant .for .the sum ‘claimed and 
interest with costs, with a-personal 
stay of execution, and liberty. to.
